On Horeaber 24, I963 at about lltlS IK, I va* told bjr 
Lt. Swain to ropert to tko Lobby of tho baaoaont of tho 
e±tj hall, and station ajraelf soaowhova In the baseaent 
lobby goA stand by, as Oswald was bo lag transforrod to 
tho Coanty Jail. I wont iaaodiately to the Lobby and 
statioBsA ayself infront of the first window of tbo Jail 
offieo. At that tiae the lobby was erowded with Caaera 
aen and reporters* I saw Oswald as he was esoorted frta 
tho elerator by soToral Offioers aeiross the Jail Offioe 
to the reap door at whieh point I lost sii^t of hia. 
Moaents later I heard a shot and looked eat in the raap 
and saw seworal Offioers straggling with a white aalo. 
I Iaaodiately ran out into the raap aad ebserred several 
offioers earrying seaeone baek into the Jail Offioe. I 
was told at that tiae by eapt. Jones to guard the door 
to the Jail Offioe. I reaained at the door aatill later 
I was told by Capt. Jones to go with Lt. He.Einnoy to 
parkland. I waa stationed at the door of the InteaslTe 
eare ward by Lt. Me Kinney, and reaained at that location 
aatill told to return to the eity hall. 
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
